Doiron shows a mechanism having inclinded walls below double lead lines to 56, 
filter 54 and a covered top. 

Claims 5, 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
